More Tracks and Faster Ones, More Riders
and Backers Than Ever in the Field
Largo Purses to Be Hang Up-— New Style
Races -An International Circuit Forming.

Nevorsincoe the inoeption of tha sport,
on tracks especially bullt for bieyeles, has
thera been such a prospect at this time in the
of eycleracing  There are many clreumstan-
and give it a stronger position among out-
door pastimes  Tho only danger at present
s that enthusiastic and grasping promoters
may overdo it

First among the factors that have contrib-
uted to this situation may ba reckoned
the fact that everything in the nature of dis-
sension has vanished  The National Cyeling
Association after a year of probation has
domonstrated ftsell capable and I8 now in
full eontrol of tho spart throughout the
country

It has gained the confidence of the publie,
the promoters, the clubs and the riders
It has intrenched itself behind a bulwark
of sound rules that assure clean sport. and it
has laid a heavy hand upon offenders, two
riders of national repute having been sus-
pended for life for one erooked race

The confidence that exists began to be
manifested last fall, when several new tracks
were projected and several promoters who
had dropped out temporarily began to hunt
for licenses  The most signal proof of es-
tablished confidence, however, cama a few
weeks ngo when the American Bioycle Com-
pany announced that the manufacturing
concerns in it8 combination would return
to the poliey of supporting racing teams
A great awnkening on the part of riders,
trainers and promoters followad this news
and on every hand there has since heen great
activity In getting prepared These are the
fundamental causes for the present prospect
of prosperity, but they by no means maka
the total

Bome of the successes that have been made
by the introduction of new styles of races,
#10h asthe gving of lap and other inter-
mediate prizes, have been important in the
davelopment I'he progress made in motor-
paced contests, the successful introduction
of night racing, the introduction of new blood
and naw ldeas among the riders and backers,
have all contributed toward a growth in
popularity. New tracks, fater than any
old onsas, have been bullt and new records
have been made on them
